The settlement had enjoyed a short season of unwonted live- 
liness, On May 26 a theatrical entertainment was given on 
board H.M.S. Perseus.

An ex- 
cellent supper was provided, to which Sbout disty individuals 
sat down, including the Governor of Nagasaki, who appeared to

. the entertainment. His Excellency indeed displayed a singular 
liking for foreign chow-chow, eating sweets, salad, and meat, at 
one and the same time. It was nearly 1 a.u. when he left, and 
the remainder of the perty broke up two hours later. Oaptain 
Kingston and the officers of the Perseus stand high in the re- 
gard of the residents, who expressed great regret at the prospect 
of her leaving as soon as the Hatter should have arrived from 
Yokohama. 'The regatta came off two days Inter with equal 
élat. The chief credit for the excellent arrangements is ngain 
given to Captain Kingston, the chairman of the committee. 

During the early part of May there had been a fair demand 
for tonnage, and vessels had met with quick despatch both for 
Hong Kong and Shanghai. At present, owing to the closure 
of the cotton market for the season, there is hardly any freight 
offering for Hong Kong. 


HAKODADI. 

Under date of the 18th May, a correspondent sends the 
following :— 

The San Francisco and Amoor traders are daily expected. 
We have enjoyed fine weather of Jate, and the vegetation 
having assumed its spring dress, the appearance of the country 
is beautiful. Tho influx of several new settlers to this port 
has again revived the question of land. Hakodadi differs from 
the two other open ports of Japan, in that the foreign residents 
are few, and they are not collected on a “concession "—as 
the term is—but their residences are scattered about among 
those of the Japanese. The reason for this distribution of the 
barbarians amongst the Children of the Sun is that, when 
foreigners first came to this port, the native authorities were 
slow to appoint a location for them, though, after a time, an 
island was built and divided into ten small lots for the residents 
at that date. ‘This island has been, however, from the firstalmost. 
exclusively used for business premises, while the original, as well 
as later settlers, have their residences in such places as they have 
been able to obtain from private Japanese, the Consulates alone 
occupying any Goverument land. It has been the aim of suc- 
cessive governors to endeavour to bring all foreigners together 
on one location, but on account of the present island being 
situated in front of the best part of the town, from which only 
& shallow canal separates it, they are jealous of increasing tho 
size of it, and have rather wished to get foreigners to move in a 
body to thé low lind of the isthmus, which is of comparatively 
small value. This is now however impossible, as the time and 
opportunity for getting all foreigners together is long past ; and 
the only hope of preventing foreigners from becoming still more 
mixed up among the natives, is to grant a good sized extra 
location. Consequently, now that the demand for land is 
pressing, the Consuls have advocated a new concession, and to 
that cud there have of late been numerous interviews with the 
Governor, meetings of Consuls, and calling together of 
their respective “subjects.” But unfortunately for any 
and every proposal of a site, the Consuls now differ 
among themselves, while they havo moreover been too extra 
vagant in their demands, and up to the present date nothing 
has been decided upon, and the last meeting of Consuls and 
governors ended iu a general blow up, with threats of reference 
to Yedo by two of the worthy representatives of the Westera 
Powers. In the meantime, the unfortunate intending settlers, 
who have rested their hopes of obtaining land on consular in- 
fluence, must wait. The Japanese officials have doubtless 
taken advantage of the want of union among the foreign repre- 
sentatives, and are highly gratified that all has ended in smoke, 
It does seem preposterous that, at an insignificant place like 
this, where a Consul’s berth is a mere sinecure (with imprison- 
ment), the land question cannot be speedily settled ; it is to be 
hoped, therefore, that some “ press” pressure may be brought to 
bear upon it, 


CHINA. 
PEKING, 
The following items of iuform.tion are from the Peking 
Gazettes :-— 
Li-san-ta-jen (Li Ho-chang) the hero cf Taitsang, and of

tion, has, in company with four others as distinguished as him- 
self, been granted the distinction of the Yellow Jacket. This 
may be intended as @ compliment to the Futai, or it may be the 


-vesuk; of a judicious bribe, but under no circumstances could a 


worse selection have been made. The recipient of this honour 
has hed many opportunities of displaying bravery, coolness, 
aud determinstion, but whenever he has happened to find 
himself in danger or difficulty his senses have deserted 
him, and he hes disappeared from the scene with most 
laudable celerity. An Imperial decree announces the 
elevation of Gordon to the rank of Ti t’u, a military command 
commensurate with the civil authority of a Tung t'u, or 
“ Governor-General.” The rank hitherto held by Gordon kas 
been Tsung-ping, or “general.” The Emperor has also con- 
ferred on Gordon a standard, or banner of honour, and a star 
somewhat answering to the English G.C.B. Ching has been 
nominated senior guardian of the Emperor. This is a posthu- 
mous honour, as news of his death had reached Peking before 
the date of the edict. The tributary Prince of Cores died last 
month, and his subjects have notified the fact to the Emperor, 
begging that his son may be recognised as his successor. His 
Majesty has acceded to their request, and has nominated the 
high officials Tsaopao and Wen-chien to proceed to the Corea 
and see that the young prince is duly enthroned. 
SHANGHAL 

Dates are to the 22nd June, or two days later than per 
French mail, which arrived here on the 8th inst. Cholera, 
noticed in our last, hes carried off many more victims, including 
the Spanish Consul, which will be found in our list of deaths, 

The returns officers of the Custom-house at Shanghai have 
lately compiled a most important and interesting report of the 
cotton trade for the year ending May 31, 1864. The quick- 
ness with which this laborious undertaking has been completed 
calls for the highest praise, and we feel sure that the merean- 
tile community will join us in awarding the need of indefa- 
tigable industry to the commissioner and the officers of the 
department.

Reports have been circulated to the effect that Burgevine has 
returned to Shanghui, and intends tu renew his connection with 
the rebels, Several circumstances tended to support the 
opinion that he had returned, but we, with the China Herald, 
have good reason to believe that there is no real foundation for 
the rumour. On the 19th June it was reported that H.I.C M.'s 
steamer Pluto bad been captured in the Yangtsze by rowdies 
in rebel pay. This bas also been authoritatively denied. 

A rumour was afloat that the Chung-chow garrison had gone 
over to the Taipings, and that the city was in the hands of the 
insurgents, but there seemed no good foundation for the rumour, 
Colonel Gordon had not left for England ; indeed, it looks likely 
that he will be again permitted to lead the Imperialists should 
Shanghai be in danger of attack from the rebels. ‘ 

The following are the Shanghai reports on the rebel move- 
ments from thé Daily News :— 

Qurvsaxn.—No events of importance have taken placs at the: 
front since the last mail. At the latter end of leet month Li- 
Ai-dong issued a notification, announcing that Gordon's force 
was to be broken up, with the exception of 600 artillery who 
would remain attached to the Futai’s forces, and 300 infaptey 
who would remain under his own command at Quinsan, of 
which town he is to be commandant. The 28th of May was 
named as the day on which the remainder were to present 
themselves to give up their arms and accoutrements, and ree 
ceive the balance of pay due to them. These arrangements 
were effectually carried out, and, with the above exceptions, the 
disciplined Chinese contingent, which has been mainly instra- 
mental in recovering the province from the rebels, is now com- 
pletely disbanded. . The troops which remain embodied un 
Le-Ai-dong’s command will have s new uniform end anew 
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Danner. ‘The uniform will be purple with red facings and a 
; White circle on the breast, bearing the inscription Fu-piao— 
Futai’s army; Chang-shen-chung—Ever victorious army,— 
the original name of Ward’s force. 

- Nanxine.—We learn through a Chinese source that on the 
1st June, one of Tseng-Kuo-fan’s brothers, who holds a com- 
mand in the Imperial army outside Nanking, succeeded, after a 

_ protracted engagement, in capturing a rebel camp on the north 
of the city, outside the Kuang-yin gate, to which gate the rebels 
were chased, and more than four thousand killed. A vast 

- amount of loot was taken, and many official seals were found. 

ae HANKOW. 

A correspondent writing from this port under date the 14th 
June, informs us that Yen Shu-seng, Futai of Hupeh, who has 
for a considerable time been deservedly unpopular, has at 
length been degraded. This result has been brought about by 

+the complaints constantly made by the Viceroy Kuan Wen (a 

‘senior guardien of the Heir Apparent), relative to the 
Futai’s corruptions and gross injustice. Li Han-chang, 
an .An-huei man, at present Liehtai of Canton (said to 

“be ‘one of Li Futai’s brothers) has been appointed to 
the post. The late Futai comes from the province of 
Ssuchuan, was President of the Board of Censors, and 
Vice-President of the Board of War. The alarms 
spread as to the approach of rebels, whether Nien-fei or 

Chang Mao, have proved groundless. For at least a month 
back there have been no insurgent bands in the neighbourhood 
of Hankow. Success seems to follow the Imperial armies, for 

the rebels are being rapidly driven towards the North-West. 
‘The Chang Mao rebels are now said to be penctrating An-huei. 

“The Chinese authorities have, we understand, refused to 
-acknowledge Mr. Breck as American Consul, on the ground that 
Hankow is a place of too much importance to be entrusted to 
& merchant-consul, This action is stated to be the result of 
direct ordera from the Regent, Over two hundred chops of 
‘tea have come down from the country, and of these nearly one 
hundred have left Hankow.

Her lines were sent out 
from England, and she has been built here under the superin- 
tendence of Mr. J. Stove, the foreman shipwright, to whom 
great credit is due for the manner in which she has been turned 
out, The launch was most successful, the little vessel taking to 
the water like a duck, being christened, as she went down the 
alip, the Dragon. ‘ 

The necessities of the colony have led to a number of Euro- 
peen convicts being tured out to work on the roads, The 
spectacle of these men in chains is novel to us foreigners, and

of remark that the idea of taking out Muropean prisoners to 
work on the roads has been, up to this time, perfectly scouted, 
and it is also deserving of notice that the present turn-out of 
white men is quite voluntary, and in no way compulsory. 
Stanford, Rustomjee, and Co. are not prepared to deny that the 
gaol routine is somewhat irksome; and, although the daily 
average of “ macadam” produced by either of these worthies is 
not very much, still the prospect of working in the open streets, 
and seeing once again the motley throng that frequents them, 
is not at all despised by the foreign inmates of the Victoria 
gaol, There is another advantage gained to the colony by 
turning these men out upon the roads—the Chinese are deeply 
impressed with our sense of even-handed justice. 


CANTON. 

The Hong Kong Daily Press has the following :—We learn 
on one hand that on the retirement of Mr. Consul Robertson 
from Canton, a Vice-consul will be nominated to the post. 
This step, of course, has been determined on because of the 
decadence of the port as a place of trade. On the other hand, 
we learn that the sum of forty [thousand dollars has been 
ordered by the Foreign-office to be expended on the building 
of a consulate on the Shameen site. These two items of 
intelligence appear to us to clash to s certain extent, although 
there can be little doubt as to their correctness. 





COCHIN-CHINA. 
SAIGON, 

The Courrier de Saigon of the 25th June contains a minute 
sccount of the coronation of the new King of Cambodia, on the 
3rd of that month. There were present representatives on the 
part of the French Emperor and the King of Siam, and the 
Cambodian King did homage to both. The French envoy 
addressed the newly-crowned King as follows :— 

“France holds out her powerful band to kings and peoples who walk 
in the way of civilization and who seek what is right. her intentions 
are for a moment misconceived, soon her noble word removes the ob- 
stacles and dissipates the error. The presence of the Siamese Ambame- 
dor at this Cambodian ceremony is & proof of this; this high personage 
bas travelled in Europe; he bas scen France, and he comprehends that, 
while nising the former relations between Siam and Cambodia, 
we have the right to hold here the first place, ss much by the force of 
arms as by the genius of our civilization. Such are the ideas of eminent 
men of governing, Sire! place this crown on your head without 
fear; it will be secure there if you are loyal towards France. Let the 
King and chiefs recollect these words; the Admiral, the friend of this 
kingdom, charged me to speak them." 

PHILIPPINES, 
MANILA, 

The following are the particulars regarding the fire at Manila 
noticed in our last :— 

On the evening of the 6th June there was a severe thunder- 
storm. Several buildings were struck, including that in which 
the Goverument had stored leaf tobacco; this building, which 
was muct lower than many of the surrounding houses, and 
built of stone, with tiled roof, took fire soon after being struck, 
and burst out in flames in many parts at the same time, Al- 
though a number of engines were soon on the spot, no efforts 
could avail to save the valuable property, and 86,000 quintals 
of leaf tobacco, valued at nearly $2,000,000, were totally de- 
stroyed, The fire continued smouldering for about ten days. 
In consequence of this calamity the auction announced for the 
15th has been postponed until the required quantity of leaf 
tobacco can be brought forward, which will not be long. Only 
three days’ notice of the sale will be given. 


SlaM, 

The Siamese steamer Chow Phya, Captain Orton, from 
Bangkok with dates to the 22nd June, anchored in Singapore 
roads on the 26th. 

A female elephant of great whiteness and beauty had been 
captured, and the King was up at Ayuthia celebrating the 
event. 

Captain Orton stated that before he;left’ Bangkok intelligence 
had been received that a large powerfully armed Lorcha, in 
command, it is believed, of two Europeans, had been committing 
great devastations along the coast tu the southward, large 
bodies of armed men being landed at many of the unprotected 
villages, and the property of the villagers given over to loot. 
Captain Bush, the harbour-master at Bangkok, had gone in @ 
small steamer in search of the pirates. 


BORNEO, 
LABUAR. ; 
The surveying steamer fijleman, Captain Ward, was at 
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Labuan when the Rainbow left there, after a six weeks’ 
surveying cruise. During that time the Vanguard, Prince of 
‘Wales, and Grainger shoals have been carefully surveyed, and 
afresh shoal discovered between the Grainger and Prince of 
Wales bank, which has been christened the Alexandra (doubt- 
less from the fact of its being well under the lee of the Prince 
of Wales). 

The Vanguard Shoal is 40 miles long in a N.E. and S.W. 
direction, and from six to eight miles broad, with no danger 
upon it, seven fathoms being the least water fouyd on it by the 
Rifleman. _ Its centre is in lat. 7.28 N., and 109.38 E. The 
Grainger Shoal ia about four miles in extent, and hes the 
shape of an ellipse, the major azis being four to five miles, the 
minor three miles. The centre of it is in lat. 7.48 N., and 
110.29 E., the shoalest water on it being four fathoms ; but in 
the N.E. monsoon the water would probably break upon it. 
The Alexandra Shoal is about the same size as the Grainger ; 
shoalest water 3} fathoms ; lat. 8.1 N., long. 110.37 KE. The 
Prince of Wales Shoal is 12 to 14 miles long, and 8 to 10 
miles broad, its centre being in lat. 8.10 N., long. 110.32 E. 

On the way to Labuan the Jobnstone's reef was sighted, so 
that there can now be no doubt of its existence ; from what 
could be seen of it, it appears to join the Kingston and 
Orleana shoals. The Rifleman had not coals enough left to 
enable a survey to be made of this reef, but soundings were 
obtained for about 12 miles of its length. 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 9th July. The China, which brought the 
present mail, left. two days behind her time, only arriving at 
Singapore on the date above-named, owing to heavy weather 
in the China sea. 

Tn commercial circles, 8 considerable amount of depression 

still exists, and a few more native traders have given way since 
our last-réport ; but the amounts involved are not heavy, and 
we think it may be ssfely predicted that we have seen the 
worst of the present crisis. 

The Governor left fur Malacca and Peuang on the 6th July, 
in the Government steamer Pluto, on his yearly circuit. His 
visit this year is somewhat late, owing, it is believed, to a desire 
to be in Singapore to receive the Second King of Siam, who 
has expresscd his intention of visiting this place. It appears 
that the King had actually started, but that the steamer cone 
veying himself aud suite encountered somewhat heavy weather 
after leaving the river, and he thought it wiser to put back and 
wait for some time. ‘The Guvcrnor will be about two months 
absent from Singapore, on his circuit through Penang and 
Malacca. 

The change that had taken place in the weather, from 
extreme heat to rain accompanied by chill breezes, had pro- 
duced considerable sickness, aud there had been several cases 
of cholera of a severe type. 

Government Notices—The Government has been pleased 
to grant Mr. Richard Henry Wiseham, Chief Engincer, 
Straits Government steamer Pluto, leave of absence for twelve

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA BXPORTS, 


‘Txa.—The new Congous continue to be purchased and shipped of 
with spirit, the competition being excited by a demand for the Russian 
market. On the whole, the quality of the present season's teas may be 
considered as good as those of last season; any estimate of the extent of 
the crop must be founded on wild conjecture. The prospects for the 
coming crop of Green teas have slightly impraved, yet still the proba- 
bility is the supply will be deficient and dear as a matter of course. 
‘ANTON.—There is little or no prospect of any new Congous coming 
to this market this season. A good demand still exists for fine Tyshaans. 
Scented Orange Pekoes are rather lower. Scented Capers maintain 
their value, Canton Greens tend down. 
.. Foo-cnow-Foo.—The transactions of the fortnight have’ beea consi- 
derable, the competition for fine Kaisows having increased. ing 
quality into consideration, fine teas are a little higher than the opening

tend up. Souchongs have been taken to some extent at about last sea- 
s0n's opening rates. Flowery Pekoes will be in small supply this season. 
Scented Teas have been exhibited in moderate quantity, and although 
defective in ecent, have been pretty eagerly picked up. The settlements 
of the fortnight are thus reported : —Conyous, 52,500 chests, at 6.50 to 
11.50 tls. for dusty and broken leaf; 17 to 19 tls. for good common;

The supply of Congou this season to 
date amounts to 147,000 chests, against 140,000 chests same period last 
season, The supply of Souchong bas been 15,000 chests, against 20,000 


SHancHal.—Black Teas: Several muaters of Oopacks have been 
offered on the market, but as buyers hare been unwilling to pay the equi 
valent to Hankow rates, no settlements have taken place. There is a 

eral disposition to withhold all offers for the present, andjsales could not 
fe made to-day exc at prices considerably under the cost of the teas, 
‘There ire no finest chops for sile, and only a few fine, sack comprising 
chiefly medium grades, which at the rates demanded would lay down from 
82. to 4d, over London quotations. One chop of fine Hobow (mixed 
Kaisow kind) from Kiukiang, is: reported to have been settled at 36 tls., 
and 320 chests of old tea left in stock have been taken at 17 tls. fora 
flooring chop. Reshipments of Hankow purchases amount to 21,045 
chests, and the stock is estimated at 12,300 chests. Two clippers anda 
steamer bave sailed for London, and the French Mail takes 2,50. chests 
‘Overland at £14 per ton of 40 feet. Green Teas: The only settlement 
to rey is that of a common Moyune chop at 38tls., showing a decline 
of balfa tael on ue rates, Stocks remain much as last stated, and 
‘holders seem unwilling to part with the few parcels of country teas under 

‘ious prices. Musters of the New Pingsueys are looked for in about 
ten days. Foreigners are said to have contracted largely in the country at 
very bigh rates, and best chops will cost about 4211s. propor:ion laid down 
here.

at $8 to 42 taels to some extent, one chop fetching 45 taels, the early 
part of the fortnight prices for all descriptions were fully maintained, but 
‘as supplies came in freely, the inferior qualities declined 2to Staels, when 
purchases to some extent were made of Oonams at 27 to 33 taelx and Oo- 
Packs, at SO to 34 tncls. The market hasbeen pretty well cleared of 
‘Oopacks, the fine chops being siill eagerly sought afler. There are 
musters of nearly one hundred chops Congou on the marker, nearly all 
Oonams, but as the quality naturally falls off to the advance of the season, 
rates must give way accordingly. ‘The transactions of the fortnight com- 
prise 120 chops of Oonams and Oopacks, whereof about 30 chops cre 
contract teas, The range of rates has been from 27 to 45 tals. The 
seamer Sea King has sailed. The clipper Falcon is full. The Challenger 
is posted for the 18th, and the steamer Robert Lowe partly laden with 
cotton for the 23rd. The export to date has been 4} millions, against 5} 
millions, same period last season. 

Kxwxianc.—Green Teas: There are none on the market yet. The 
weather has been usually cold and stormy, and has inflicted some injury on 
the coming crop. The extent can only be guessed at for the present. The 
rebels are said to bave retired from the producing districts. Black Teas: 
‘The supply of the fortnight amounts to 18 chops, principally Ningchows, 
of which eleven are contract teas, one chop is reported settled at 35 taels, 
and three other chops are under shipment for Shanghai, on teamen’s ac- 
count, 

Yoxouama.— We have again to report but few settlements in this 
staple, only 250 piculs of old tea and 70 piculs new have changed 
bands as about cur quotations; these purchases have been principally for 
the American market.

All the China- 
men agree in their belief of a shorter supply this season than last, and if 
we may place any confidence in the native reports, the gathering of the 
first crop bas yielded less than in the previous year. ‘The second crop is 
the principal one, the result of which will pe ably be known about the 
ime of the departure of next mail, and until this has been ascertained, it 

impossible to form any reliable estimate of the total crop. The new 
silk appears rather superior fo last season's in colour'and quality, though 
fuller in size, and quite “foul” and “mized.” The Trallees are the 
least satisfactory, and seem to have suffered considerably by the disturbed 
condition of these particular districts through rebel interference, From 
Japan 405 bales have come forward, and by latest advices prices had de- 
clined there $5 to 10 per picul. The unsold stock was estimated at S00 
bales, and the new crop expected about the end of the month. The totat 
settlements from July 1, 1863, to date, amount to 38,000: bales, azainst

The Crates of the Alabama and the Sumter; From the 
Private Journals and other Papers of Captain Semmes, C.S.N., 
and other Officers. Two vols. London : Saunders, Otley, and Co. 
—These volumes will be read with delight wherever adven- 
ture, discipline, courage, and a chivalrous sense of duty and 
humanity are held in honour. The character of Captain 
Semmes himself will stand out more brilliantly than ever. 
‘We cannot but sympathise with the brave officer, who, while 
complaining that he is “getting too old to relish the rough 
‘usage of the sea,” skims over the wide ooean for months at a 
time in all weathers, and is on deck at all hours, in obedience 
to what he feels to be the imperative command of his country’s 
need. All the while, in whatever part of the world he may 
be, each anniversary—the birth-day, the wedding-day or 
Ohristmas-day—recals to the wanderer the wife and children 
he hasleft at home. The song of alittle bird has a 
charm that at once wafts the soul/of this “rough pirate,” as he 
hhas been represented, away from the sea to scenes endeared 
by affection. In the middle of the Atlantic he writes: 
—Qn this fine balmy morning I enjoyed exceedingly 
the cheerful notes of our canary. This is a little prisoner 
made on board one of the whalers; and sometimes at early 
morning I fancy myself smid ‘ jessamine bowers,’ inhaling the 
fragrance of flowers, and listening to the notes of the wild 
songsters #0 common in our dear Southern land.”

Wherever the former has 
‘had to connect portions of the Captain’s Log by a digest of in- 
torvening events the task has been clearly and effectively dis- 
charged ; and he seems never to have done this but when ab- 
solutely necessary, perceiving, with the good sense he evidently 
possesses, that it would be impossible to improve on the Log, 
with its entries written at the moment, the actions and scenes 
they recorded being still before the writer's eyes, or the latest 
impressed on his memory. We must confess wo were un- 














prepared for the heart-stirring treat that awaited us in the 
perusal of this “Cruise.” The adventures succced each other 
rapidly—they take place in such out of the way and hitherto 
uaheard-of nooks and corners of the world—that the story 
combines a double excitement, rising to the highest pitch, 
in a fashion such as we scarcely remember to have-met with 
before. One page buros with the gasping feverishness of 
@ chase, or constrains you to hold the breath while listening 
to the details of some crafty ruse to elude or entrap the 
enemy ; and then the next carries you off to a Juan Fernandez 
of an island, beautiful enough to set a modern Robinson Crusoe 
longing to tako up his abode there. Woe aro borne off on a 
delightful voyage of discovery and float away on a career of 
triumph at one and the same moment. The two volumes are 
a perfeot romance of history, told with’ a freshness and sim- 
plicity that no romance ever yet achieved. The mystery of the 
way in which the Alabama got her supplies is unfolded by the 
account of her sojourn at certain small islets on the Spanish 
Main, The hope of getting a supply of fresh water, while 
cruising near Singapore, introduces us to a recent French. 
annexation, where Captain Semmes “ is quite surprised to learn 
that he had arrived in civilized waters.” Some of those little

PULO CONDORE. 

Farpay, December 478.—The harbour is picturesque, with mount- 
ains rising abruptly from the water to the height of 1,800 feet, clothed 
with dense verdure from water's edge to top, many of the trees being of 
large size. The soil is very rich, but there is little cultivated land, 
the mountain sides being too steep. The French have constructed two . 
or three buts on the northern shore, and a couple of rude jetties as land- 
ing-places of loose stone. Landed on one-of these to get sights for the 
chronometers. Found a Frenchman overseeing three or four Chinese 
seamen chopping wood and thatching a but. ‘The French mate slaves, 
both here and on the mainland, of prisoners of war. The island is under 
the goverament ofan Enseigne de Vaisseau. The commander of the junk 
is a midshipman, so that we have gotten among high dignitaries, Landed 
at noon at an inviting little sand-beach on the south shore, to get latitude 
—8 deg. 39 min. 10 sec. Found the ruined hut of a Frenchman, with 
his grave close by, and bis name carved on the bark ofa tree on the beach 
—a picturesque burial spot, amid eternal shades, with the lullaby of the 
ocean. 

Satorpay, Decempen 57u.—Amused this morning watching some 
sedate old baboons sitting on the sand-beach opposite, and apparently ob- 
serving the ship very attentively. Large numbersof these caricatures of 
humanity inhabit these islands. Yesterday, when a boat landed, great 
numbers of young ones were seen gambolling about ; but one of the old 
ones having called out to them, they soon all disappeared in the thick 
wood. Returned the visit of the Frenchman. He is on board a miser- 
able country craft, of about forty tons burthen. Sent a boat to the village 
‘on the east side to call on the governor, and see if we could 
fruit and vegetables. Boat returned at nightfall. The village 
military port. The native inhabitants, except a few prisoners, or slaves, 
having fled to the mountains, and no supplies were to be had. The 
governor's residence is a thatched hut, as are all the other houses, with 
fo industry or taste displayed in their structure. A few patches of cultl- 
vatioa were visible—rice, fruit, and cotten —the latter looxing rather un~ 
promising. The destroyers of their rice were the monkeys, There are 
‘several varictics of fine large pigeons bere, and in abundance. \ They are 
beautiful in feather, and fat. A common variety has a green back and 

il. This must be a paradise for monkeys, so abundant is their 
food in the forests, almost every tree tearing a fruit or nut of some sort. 
These French officers had heard and believed that we sunk or burned 
every ship we took, with all on board, and received the paymavter rather 
cvolly at first, but became quite cordial when they observed we were 
Christians, and did not commit this wholesale murder. 

Sunvay, Deceuaen 67H.—Another lonely Sabbath-day—lonely, 
though in the midst of one hundred and fifty people. Away, away from 
home, by half the circumference of the globe ! One of the most frequent 
and unpleasant of my experiences since Lentered the China Sea is at 
oppressive sense of great distance from home, and the utter strangeness 
of everything around me, almost as though I had entered another planet.

GORDON’S RESIGNATION, AND THE ,DISBANDMENT 
OF THE: ANGLO-CHINESE FORCE. 

Gonvon’s campaign against the Taiping rebels closed with 
the capture of Chang-chow ; and the gallant disciplined native 
corps, with its brave staff of foreign officers, have been disbanded, 
after an activeservice of fifteen months, that will compare with 
the most successful military achievements in China. From 
March, 1863, to June, 1864, the progress of this force through 
the province of Kiang-soo, under his command, was one series 
of successes against the strongholds and picked men of the 
enemy—who fought with the desperation of despair. With the 
exception of the reverse at Kintang, on every occasion they 
defeated the insurgents with comparatively small loss, and con- 
quered eventually the whole country under their domination, 
thereby relieving the great foreign emporium of Shanghai from 
the dread of tlieir presence. During that period fourteen of 
the chief cities in the province, beyond the thirty mile radius, 
were captured; and Kiang-soo, with its population of forty 
millions—less the decimation from the rebellion—is now re- 
stored to Imperial rule. But forthe skill and prowess of Gorpoy, 
this canker-worm of rebellion would still have been eating into 
the vitals of the most fertile province in China, and continually 
threatening the existence of its commerce in which our mer- 
chants so largely participate. The restoration of this large 
territory to legitimate traffic is already giving a fresh impetus 
to foreign trade which was languishing latterly from the bane- 
ful effects of the insurrection. On these grounds alone Mason 
Gonpoy is entitled to a substantial testimonial from the foreign 
as well as the native merchants of Shanghai, on his departure 
from the scene of his operations ; and we very much mictake. 
the high and liberal character of the firms of all nationalities 
at that flourishing port, if he is allowed. to leave without a 
public recognition of his services to commerce. 

But Gonpow has had higher motives than even these to 
prompt him to action, in crushing this desolating rebellion. 
It is abundantly manifest in every stage of his campaign that 
he was actuated by feelings of humanity in prosecuting with 
such vigour, operations that would put an end to this awful 
strife on the part of hellish blasphemers, who, under the cloak 
of quasi-Christianity, waged war against the helpless, the in- 
nocent and the industrious. These motives are shadowed 
forth in the series of despatches from him, and just published 
among the parlismentary papers. Some of the details are 20 
sickening, and the refinement of cruelty exercised by 
the Taiping hordes so dreadful, that it makes us shud- 
der at the {horrors of this strife, and exeorate these 
fiends in human shspe—from which condemnation their 
foreign sympathisers are not entirely free. It is true that to 
all intents and purposes, GoRDoN was an officer in the Chinese 
service, ostensibly fighting in the cause of a foreign Prince to 
whom he does not owe allegiance; and it is equally true that 
he did receive pay for these services in the manner that 
soldiers of fortune have done from time immemorial, and in all 
nations, fought their way in the field. But the exceptional 
circumstances under which he accepted the command, with 
the approval of tho British general and Minister in China, 
without forfeiting his rank in the British army, all point to the 


























fact that he never was incorporated in the Chinese service; while 
his subsequent condemnation of mandarin treachery, and his 
humane disposition towards the vanquished, show that he was 
ever actuated by the most honourable motives, which ignore 
tho supposition of any venal influence prompting him to action. 
He witnessed the misery under which the land laboured; he 
saw in the disciplined forces the means to restore a better state’ 
of things, and, with confidence in his own capacity to command 
that force with military skill, he went forth to conquer 
or to succumb. After many “ hair-breadth ‘scapes,” he has © 
come forth not altogether scathless from the fight, having nobly * 
battled and won in the cause of humanity and religion by 
inflicting 8 blow upon the hydra-headed monster of Taipingism, 
from which it is evident that its doom is sealed. For 
this is he entitled to the thanks of mankind; and we feel 
assured that the most rabid philo-Taiping cannot but grant him 
a due meed of praise for the protection he has given to the 
benighted followers of the Tien-wang who fell into his power. | 
It must be very satisfactory to himself and friends to find that 
the Press of his native country have done him full justice, in 
spite of the croakings of certain self-constituted censors on 
Chinese affairs, and mendacious writers in the local journals, 
We flatter ourselves that we were among the first to point 
out the rare qualities of this young but skilful and experienced 
British officer, which bas been recognized in such handsome 
terms by the greatest literary organ in the world — The" 

Though an officer just verging on the younger side of the 
prime of life, Gordon’s services in the British army range. 
through the Crimean war to the capture of Peking. On- 
every occasion where our troops were ongeged he exhibited 
superior talents and activity as an officer of the Royal 
Engineers. He received his promotion as major just 
on the eve of his assuming the command of the 
Anglo-Chinese contingent. In doing so he was invested with - 
the title of Tsz0oNG-KEOoN, or General of an army. His pre- 
decessora in the force all assumed this native title, but Gonpox 
preferred his rank and title as a major in Her BgrraNwic 
Masesry’s service to the highest degree the Emperor of CaINa 
couldbestow upon him. His loyalty in this respect is enly one 
of the fine,qualities he has always displayed in his modesty and:' 
unselfishness ns the beau ideal of a British officer, Nevertheless, ~ 
it is worthy of remark that his gallant conduct has still further 
clicited the approbation and recognition of the Court of Peking, 
for we learn that in the King Paou or Peking Gazette, there ig 
an Imperial decree bestowing upon him the title of TBEAY-To-0, 
the oldest title of a military Commander-in-Chief, which places 
him on a par with the Viceroy of the province, in mandarin 
rank. This added to the pecuniary awards for hie services,” 
shows how highly they haye been appreciated by the Chittese 
Government, and reflects much credit on the liberality and- 
justice of Prince Kune and the members of the Regency. 60 
far Gonpow has yielded up his commend just in time, with all 
his honours thick upon him. In him the Esrsror of 
Cuma loses the best and bravest of foreigners who have’ 
ever espoused the Imperial cause in this dreadful civil 
war; and Her Maszsry regains a brave and loyal soldier, 
experienced in the art of warfare, just come from one of its 
most sanguinary schools, wherein he has displayed all the genius 
of conception, and the skill to execute the plans of an accom- 
plished general. Itis to be hoped that these qualifications 
will be kept in view by his superior officers on. his arrival at- 
the Horse Guards, after so many years’ absence on foreign 
service, We trust that they will not be unmindful of recom- 
mending him for further steps in the ladder of promotion. 
Under ordinary circumstances, had he been engaged in the 
arduous duties he has performed in regular service, nothing 
short of a colonelcy and a pair of golden spurs, with the ao- 
companying title, would have been his reward. It is just pose 
sible that the first draught from the fountain of honour may 
be awaiting him on his return to England, and we may add 
C.B. to the name of G. C. Gorpox. 


THE EUPHRATES VALLEY RAILWAY. 

Arts « lapse of several years, the route to India and the. 
Far East, by way of Mesopotamia, from the Mediterranean to 
the Persian Gulf, down the valley of the Euphrates, is again 
brought prominently before the public, in a letter from Capt. 
Sgusy to Mr. ANDREW, on the importance and necessity of 
establishing that line of route between England and her richest 
possessions, Three years ego the press of this country were ‘ 
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skmost unanimous in advocating the importance of this route 
through the Turkish dominions, not only in a commercial, but a 
diplomatic and military point of view, as the most eligible for 
all. purposes, and entitled to government support. It was 
proved by eminent engineers that if a line of railway was con- 
structed to Bussorah, few enginecring difficulties would be en- 
countered ; and a line of steamers from thence to Bombay via 
Kurraches, the distance, compared with the Suez route, would 
be lessened fourteen hundred miles, and passengers could be 
conveyed from London to India in three weeks at the outside. 
Moreover it was ‘shown that a considerable trade could be 
carried on between the western provinves of Indis and the 
eastern provinces of Turkey, 80 as to develope the re- 
sources of these regions, and spread the peaceful blessings 
of European civilisation among the semi-barbarous inhabitants. 
The maritime part of this grand project has been in operation 
for some time, under the management of an enterprising steam 
navigation company, who have so far succeeded in opening up 
the line from Bussorah to Bombay that Her Masrsry’s Govern- 
ment have, within the past year, granted a subsidy for the 
postal service, which goes far to make the undertaking one of 
profit. Having done so. much for the sea and river 
portion of the route,‘it is to be hoped that the Go- 
vernment will no longer delay in ‘aiding the opening up 
of the land section. Some time ago a large and’ influen- 
tial.deputation of noblemen and gentlemen interested in Indian 
affairs, solicited Lord Patuerston to take into consideration 
the advisability of the British Goverament granting pecuniary 
support to the Euphrates Valley Railway, which was favourably 
received, huton. account of the then low state ‘of the Indian 
finances, the matter was allowed to drop. Now, a period has ar. 
rived when the exchequer of these dominions was never in amore 
flourishing condition, and there is every probability that the 
Ministry would extend :the subsidy already granted, so as to 
include the Euphrates Valley Railway Company, if represented 
by a second influential deputation. 

This letter of Captain W. B. Seusy is opportune, and places 
in a practical light the numerous advantages that would accrue 
if the railway was carried out. From his experience as a sur- 
veyor in Mesopotamia he shows by a recent examination of the 
country that the facilities for constructing the line are even 
more than was’ originally anticipated ; while the Arab popula- 
tion would deem it a boon to their country, and hence there 
would be no fear of their throwing. obstacles in the way of 
laying it down; ‘as at one time was feared. On the contrary, 
from the statements of the British Consul at Diarbekir, 
contained. in the letter, it would appear that if the 
work was undertaken .by Englishmen, and not under 
Turkish auspioés, there would -be no lack of ‘native navvies 
for the. works, and .when finished, it would remain un- 
njured, if the shoiks of the different tribes through’ whose 
districts it passed were treated “with common courtesy 
and some small present, according to ancient custom. We 
refer our readers to the letter itself for further information 
connected with this important route ; and we shall look for- 
ward with sanguine expectation to the sitcooss attending a 
seoond application for a Government subsidy, or sufficient 
public support to enable the direstors to construct the line,

HAMBURG. 
(FEoM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) ! 
August 7. 
The Treaty of Commerce between Prussia and Japan, which 
was signed by Count Eulneburg (now the Minister for the Home 
Department in Prussia) on the 24th January 1861, and ratified 
on the same day of this present year, has not yet been pub- 
lished, but the needful orders have now been given, and its 
publication may be shortly expected. The original text is in 
the German and Dutch languages, According to the stipula- 
tions contained in the treaty, the Tycoon of Japan binds himself 
to permit the establishment of a resident diplomatic agent of 


the King of Prussia at Jedo, as well ag of Prussian Consuls 
in the opened ports of Hakodadi, Kanagawa, and Nagasaki. 
Prussian subjects are not to be allowed to penetrate more than: 
ten Ri into the interior from Hakodadi and Kanagawa, but 
from Nagasaki they may go to any distance into the country. 
The Ri is 12,456 Prussian feet, and, consequently, equal to 
rather more than two English miles, The distance is to be 
reckoned from the Gojoschio, or Council-hall, in the above- 
named two ports. The Prussian Consuls in Japan are exempt 
from this restriction, and are at liberty to travel through the 
country .in any direction they please. .. . : 

The following gentlemen from the Far East have arrived in 
this city and been introduced by subscribers tothe Commercial 
rooms in the Exchange buildings :—Mr. G. A. Reme, from 
Singapore ; Mr. George Schuvemaun, from Shanghai ; Mr. H.

. HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) ~ 
Rorraapam, Avaust 7. 

At last the elections are finished. As I predicted in my 
preceding letter, Professor J. A. Jonckblact obtained the ma- 
jority at Winschoten, and Baron van Goltstein at Hoorn. It is 
impossible to deny that the defeat of Mr. W. T. Gevers Deynoot 
is a very considerable check for the Liberals, The ‘struggle 
was very serious, and both parties spared no manauvres to 
gain the day. At the first election at Hoorn, only 1,127 persons 
polled ; at the second, 1,201; and now 1,725, of which Mr. 
van Goltstein obtained 878 votes. These numbers prove that 
all was done that could be done. As to Mr. Jonckblsct, ho 
will have to choose between the post of Rector Magnifious at 
the University of Groningen and that of member of Parlia- 
ment. It is impossible to be both at the same time. 

Mr. Thorbecke has left the Hague for Dresden. Our Minister _ 
of Home Affairs will stay there with his family till the end 
of August, when the Session must be closed -by him 
in the name of His Majesty. Mr. Transen van de Putte will 
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remain some time longer at Kissingen, where he is taking the 
waters. His state of health causes great anxiety to his friends, 
for they fear that he will be unable to continue at the head of 
the colonial department. 

The Imperial Prince of Russia, the Archduke Nicolas, 
travelling incognito as Count du Nord, has arrived at 
Scheveningen, That beautiful bathing place is this year s0 
crowded that several notabilities, as Baron Rothschild, M. 
Fould, &c., have attempted in vain to obtain apartments for the 
season. 

You will remember that Mr. van der Maeson de Sombreff, 
when Minister of Foreign Affairs, abolished the embassy at 
Stockholm on economical grounds. The consequence of this 
measure, which was highly disapproved by tho press, is that 
Baron von Wetterstedt, the Swedish Ambassador, will leave the 
‘Hague at the latter end of this month, and will not be replaced. 

- It is generally reported that the works for the canal from 
Amsterdam to the North Sea will be begun within a few weeks. 

A correspondent at Batavia writes to the Arnkemsche Courant 
that the Governor-General of the East Indies, Mr. Sloet van der 
Beele, isabout to ask for his retirement. Nothing is known 
about it here, and the ramour is accordingly contradicted. 

‘A company is organising here to open regular steam-boat 
communication between Rotterdam and Batavia. The capital 
will be of 3,000,000f, and five first-class steamers will be 
built. The passage is to be done in sixty days at the 
outside. No Government subsidy is asked. All that is 
required is  guaranteo that when the steamers arrive 
at Batavia, the Government will take care that thero shall 
be always 400 tons of Government goods ready for the 
retarn cargo. The International Association for the promotion 
of social science will hold its annual meeting at Amsterdam in 
the palace of the King, from the 26th Scptember till the 
1st October. The public opinion is that the Palace of Industry, 
which will be opened on the 16th inst., with a grand musical 
festival, would have answered the purpose much better, 

The Polytechnic School at Delft, for the instruction of 
civil officers for the East Indies, will be opened early in Septem- 
ber, It is rumoured that Mr. van Bosse is about to replace 
Mr. Betz as Minister of the Finances. 

There are many railway schemes now before the public. 
The concession for the railway from Nymeguen to the 
Prussian frontiers has been granted by the Government. 
Another will be asked for a line fromAmsterdam, ria Purmerend, 
Hoorn, Enkhuirez to Heenwarden, a route much shorter than 
that of the State railways. Several plans also are proposed 
for shortening the distance between Amsterdam and Rotterdam. 
The only question is, “Can the money be found 2” 

Doa J. A. de Rascon arrived some days since at the Hague 
as Minister Plenipotentiary from Spain. Till now, Spain was 
represented at this Court by merely a resident Minister. It 
would seem that the relations between the two Governments 
are much more friendly than those of our bondhoiders with 
the financial department at Madrid.

‘The Times’ reporter gives the following + 
‘The screw steam corvette Encounter, 14, Capt. Roderick Dew, C.B., 
was paid off at Devonport, by Admiral Superintendent T. M. C. Symonds, 
C.B. This ship was put in commission in September, 1859; On receipt 
of the despatches detailing the Peiho disaster, she, with with several others, 
was ordered to assist in the intended expedition against Peking. Capt. 
Dew was selected for the Encounter in consequence of his knowledge of 
China. On arrival, early in 1860, having convoyed to China the 
boats Snap and Bouncer, the Encounter was at once despatched as 
Pioneer of the expedition. After the fall of the Taku Forts, Capt. Dew 
jiloted the Cs ad the Grenada,, which had Lord Elgin and his 
Sar on boad, to Tien-tsin. On the subsequent advance of t army on 
Peking, he was selected by Sir James Hope to explore the river. In the 
Jast fight his gig's crew turned the flank of the Tartar cavalry, who at- 
tempted to cross the river. During the remainder of the campaign Capt. 
Dew commanded the flotilla of 400 boats on the upper waters of the 
Peiho. The Encounter was afterwards in Japan. Capt, Dew received 
the thanks of Earl Russell on the occasion of the English and French 
Ministers leaving and returning to Jeddo at the time of the murder of the 
United States’ secrary of Legation.

Coxsnsaton on Guns To Catwa.—Mansnatt v. BLAKELY.—This

XGYPTIAN IMPORTS AND BXPORTS. 

The increased value of the merchandise imported into the 
United Kingdom from Egypt during the last three years is 
very remarkable. In 1861 the real value of the total imports 
was £8,398,493 ; in 1862 it rose to £12,225,392; and in 
1863 it advanced to £16,495,581 ; the article which con- 
tributes most largely to this augmentation being raw cotton, of 
which the quantity brought into this country io the year 1861 
amounted to 365,108 cwts.; in 1862 to 526,897 cwts.; and 
in 1863 to 835,289 cwts. 

The most important items after cotton and silk are wheat, 
barley, beans, and maize ; flax, gums, goat's-hair, musk, opium, 
pearls, rags (for making paper), seeds of various kinds (in- 
cluding large quantities of cotton seed), seuna, elephants’ teeth, 
and sheep's wool, A considerable portion of this trade is de- 
rived from the transit of Indian and Chinese merchandise, via 
Egypt, to the United Kingdom. Reverting to the official 
accounts ten years back, we find that the imports from that 
country were valued at very little more than 3% millions 
eterling, a sum scarcely equal to one-fifth of last year’s trans- 
actions. 

Our exports to Egypt of British and Irish manufactures 
during the last three years were valued in 186] at £2,278,848, 
in 1862 at #2,405,982, and in 1863 at £4,416,240, these 
sugmented figures being in a great measure due to cotton 
manufactures, so far os regards the year 1863. In the absence 





of detailed returns, which are not yet completed, for that year, 
@ comparative statement is annexed of the chief articles shipped. 
to Egypt in 1861 and 1863, their total values, as well as the 
respective increase or decrease thereon :— :
